The new term "MgX" is incorrect; there is no such thing. Mg is divalent, so a second 
anionic group of some sort is needed. Whatever applicants choose must find descriptive support in 
the specification. 

The other paragraph 2 matters would have been taken care of, except for point 1, which 
was not fixed. The argument on the new matter issue is deemed persuasive, and so the objection 
and the rejection in this matter are dropped.
